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addition the passage the Public Health 
Assistance Act, Assembly Bill 2223, which was awaiting 
Governor Warren’s signature the time going 
press, the action taken number other legislative 
measures interest. (It planned print Assembly 
Bill 2223 full subsequent issue California’s 
Health.) 

Particularly significant was the enactment Senate 
Bill 353, the Hospital Survey and Construction Act, 
and Senate Bill 315, providing for increase 
grants-in-aid counties for the care the tuberculous. 


HOSPITAL SURVEY AND CONSTRUCTION 


The enactment Senate Bill 353 authorizes Cali- 
fornia participate the national program for the 
construction hospital and health center facilities. 
Under terms the act, the State Department Public 
Health can apply for federal funds matched dol- 
lar for dollar the State and local public agencies 
for the construction facilities. That is, two- 
thirds the total cost authorized construction can 
met with federal and state funds, with the remainder 
being provided through local funds. appropriation 
$2,000,000 for the State’s contribution was included 
the budget bill, Senate Bill 666, approved the 
Governor. 

State funds would available for assistance only 
public hospitals, since Assembly Constitutional 
Amendment, Assembly Constitutional Amendment 23, 
which would have permitted private hospitals par- 
ticipate the state subsidies failed pass. Federal 
funds would available not only public agencies but 
also nonprofit corporations which are authorized 
construct and operate hospitals. All hospitals receiving 
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assistance would subject the Hospital Licensing 
and Inspection Act. 


the state plan for the construction facilities, 
which must approved the Surgeon General 
the United States Public Health Service, special con- 
sideration must given hospitals serving rural 
communities and areas with relatively small financial 
resources, and construction must the order 
relative need insofar possible. 

The Hospital Survey and Construction Act be- 
comes effective September 19, 1947. 

Two other bills were passed which will facilitate the 
construction hospital facilities. Senate Bill 227 
remedies defects the previous law which were deter- 
ring the formation and proceedings local hospital 
districts. Assembly Bill provides that territory 
1,000,000 the time the last federal census shall 
included any local health district. 


GRANTS-IN-AID FOR THE CARE THE 
TUBERCULOUS 


Senate Bill 315 enacted will practically double 
the previous state grants-in-aid counties that main- 
tain contract with sanatoria for the care per- 
sons suffering from tuberculosis. will provide for 
proportionately larger grants the smaller and poorer 
counties that have the present been unable 
provide adequate facilities. Effective July 1947, 
counties will receive $2.30 per day for each the first 
100 patients, $2.05 per day for each the second 100 
patients, and $1.55 per day for each patient excess 
200 patients. 
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Senate Bill 315 also deletes the requirement that 
patients for whose care counties would receive the 
subsidies bona fide residents California for one 
year. 


CRIPPLED CHILDREN 


Elimination the procedure whereby care for 
physically handicapped children had authorized 
county superior courts was accomplished the 
passage Assembly Bill 1445. Boards supervisors 
may now designate the agency the county, either 
the local health department the welfare depart- 
ment, receive applications for such care and 
authorize the services needed. This procedure con- 
constitutes major advance the children’s 
program. 

Two resolutions requesting studies the problems 
children were passed. Senate Concurrent 
Resolution requests the Director the State Depart- 
ment Public Health investigate the problem 
fever and rheumatic heart disease 
affects the children California who are need 
diagnostic treatment and hospital and convalescent 
the costs such care, and the facilities needed. 
report the study made the Legislature 
January 1949, which will possible base 
state-wide program for the care rheumatic children. 

Assembly Concurrent Resolution requests the 
State Department Public Health and the State De- 
partment Education investigate the adequacy 
the present program for the treatment, care, and educa- 
tion and crippled persons who are normal 
mentality, but who are severely handicapped that 
they cannot adequately cared for under the present 
program the home. The results the investiga- 
tion with recommendations are reported the 
Fifty-eighth (General) Session the Legislature and 
the Governor. 


COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 


Senate Bill 616 repealed the provisions the 
Health and Safety Code requiring registration 
aviaries, removed scarlet fever from the list quaran- 
tinable diseases, and removed hookworm, pellagra, and 
beriberi from the list reportable diseases. 


CHRONIC DISEASES 


Two measures relating chronic diseases were 
passed. Assembly Concurrent Resolution directs the 
State Department Public Health investigate the 
problems involved the reduction deaths and 
disability from cancer and other chronic diseases and 
report the 1949 General Session the Legislature 
the results its investigation with its 
for program. Senate Bill 569 appropriated $250,000 


the University California spent for addi- 
tional research the origin, prevention, and cure 
eancer during the next two fiscal years. 


SANITATION 


Probably the most significant sanitation measure 
passed was Senate Bill 1470 (known health depart- 
ment workers the Dieffenbacher bill), providing 
basic restaurant sanitation law following rather closely 
the United States Public Health Service 
ordinance. This act which provides local health officers 
with good legal backing for their restaurant sanitation 
programs, the first act this subject passed 
the Legislature since 1909. 

House Resolution creating Assembly Fact- 
Finding Committee Problems Water Pollution 
resulting from sewage and industrial waste disposal 
was another ‘‘pass’’ the sanitation field. The sum 
$100,000 was appropriated the committee for its 
study and analysis all facts relating procedures 
designed prevent pollution (1) the underground 
water flows, particularly the semiarid and arid sec- 
tions the State; and (2) the surface streams the 
sections the State where there continual surface 
run-off from the watersheds and (3) the lower reaches 
the principal river systems, and the coastal bays 
and shores. The committee report its study 
and recommend appropriate legislation not later than 
the tenth day the next regular general session. 

Among the measures relating sanitation that 
failed pass were Assembly Bill 601 relating prison 
Assembly Bill 1360 relating the sanita- 
tion bathing places; the identical bills, Senate Bill 
990 and Assembly Bill 1783, proposing new system 
permits for waste disposal that was designed 
protect not only public water supplies, but also agri- 
cultural water supplies, and fish and wildlife; and the 
identical bills, Senate Bill 1187 and Assembly Bill 
2384, amending the definition sewage include 
industrial wastes. 


OTHER BILLS 
Mental Patient Commitment 
This session the Legislature adopted measure 
long sought persons concerned with modernization 
the procedure for the commitment the mentally 
ill. Passage Senate Bill 523 provides procedure 
whereby mentally ill persons may committed 
institutions local health officers, with adequate safe- 
guards individual liberty, without the long and often 
process court procedure. 


Vital Statistics 


Senate Bill 616 previously mentioned the para- 
graph communicable diseases also repealed sections 
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the Health and Safety Code relating duties 
the State Registrar relation the sale caskets, 
amended section the code relating affidavits 
accompanying applications for the birth record, and 
added section the code providing that the state 
local registrars may without fee verify dates and 
places birth when applicants can present sufficient 
information identify their birth certificates. Also 
passed were Senate Bill 646 relating the form and 


filing certificates registry marriage, and Senate 


Bill 696 relating delayed birth registration 
adopted persons. 


Codification Bills 


All the series bills providing for minor tech- 
nical revisions and for consolidation into the Health 
and Safety Code laws previously existing separate 
laws were passed. These included: Senate Bill 804— 
food sanitation; Senate Bill 805—water supplies; 
Senate Bill 806—mosquito control; Senate Bill 807— 
Senate Bill 808—prenatal examinations 
for syphilis Senate Bill 812—fruit sulfur Senate Bill 
Senate Bill oil Senate Bill 
disease control; and Senate Bill 816— 
bakeries. Three bills repealing obsolete laws also were 
Senate Bill Senate Bill 810—food 
and drugs; and Senate Bill sanitation. 


Air Pollution 


Assembly Bill relating the control and sup- 
pression air pollution, was another constructive 
measure adopted the Legislature. The final version 
the bill, however, does not specifically designate the 
local health officer the air pollution control officer 
the original version did. 


Incidental Interest 


Passage Assembly Bill 258 relieves local health 
officers the responsibility for registering embalmers. 


Two 

Although Senate Bill 1257, which would have given 
the State Department Public Health broad general 
powers stimulate the establishment community 
blood banks, received ‘‘do pass amended’’ from 
the Senate Committee Public Health and Safety, 
died the Senate Committee Finance. 

Identical bills which would have established 
Division Dental Health the State Department 
Public Health, Senate Bill 799 and Assembly Bill 
1776, also died committee. 


Awaiting Governor’s Action 


Bills which passed both the Senate and Assembly 
but which were awaiting the Governor’s signature 


the time writing included Senate Bill 1259—amend- 
ments Hospital Licensing and Inspection Act; As- 
sembly Bill cattle against brucel- 
losis Assembly Bill previous food 
sanitation Assembly Bill 1529—licensing and 
inspection institutions providing care for handi- 
persons; Assembly Bill 2223—public health 
assistance; and Assembly Bill 2397—codification 
previous water supply statutes. 


TYPHOID OUTBREAK RESULTS FROM USE 
UNTREATED WATER 


The City Almaden Santa Clara County re- 
cently experienced the first water-borne epidemic 
typhoid California more than years. 

total cases all phage type ‘‘Imperfect 
were reported from this area. Probable source 
infection was polluted, untreated creek water supply. 

Immediately following the outbreak, the Santa 
Clara County Health Department put control measures 
into effect and conducted epidemiological investiga- 
tion with the assistance the State Department 
Health. 

The dangerous pollution the infected water 
supply was not unknown this department and 
local authorities. had been the subject corres- 
pondence and investigation for period years. 

This supply particular interest because 
typical many found this State. The system 
has less than 200 consumers and therefore free 
the permit requirements the Sanitary Water 
Systems Act unless formal complaint made the 
State Board Public Health. 

1936 the department recommended five possible 
alternative procedures for furnishing safe water 
the community using the water supply under discus- 
sion. Although none the five were fully followed, 
chlorination was provided. the time the epidemic 
chlorination was not effect. 

The Bureau Sanitary Engineering and other 
units the department have been concerned about this 
and similar water works for many years, but the 
absence outbreaks such this one Almaden, 
warnings have aroused little interest. 

After the Almaden and grand jury inves- 
tigation, the budget for the Santa Clara County Health 
Department was increased $156,000 for the 1947-48 
Fiscal Year from the previous year’s budget $98,000. 
This action may give little comfort for those who suf- 
fered from this disease, but should provide interest- 
ing food for thought other counties throughout the 
State. 
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SANTA CRUZ BECOMES HEALTH EDUCA- 
TION FIELD TRAINING CENTER 


The Santa Cruz County Health Department has 
been added the list local centers which graduate 
students health education are receiving field train- 
ing this summer. 

This brings six the number local health 
departments which are providing field training exper- 
iences for the graduate students. The others are: Los 
Angeles City, Oakland, Richmond, San Jose, and Santa 
Barbara County. 

grant $1,500 has been received from the Rosen- 
berg Foundation for study costs local depart- 
ments for field training. 

Fifteen students, including from the University 
California, one from Yale University and two from 
the University Minnesota are participating 
the program. 


POSITIVE PLAGUE SPECIMENS REPORTED 
FROM TWO COUNTIES 


The first reports plague from specimens 
rodents their ectoparasites for the year were re- 
ported during June the Bureau Vector Control. 

Specimens positive for plague were found the 
counties Monterey and Lassen, and tularemia was 
reported Kings County for the second consecutive 
month. 

Monterey County plague was found fleas from 
captured rodents two locations and miles south 
the City Monterey. 

Lassen County, plague was traced fleas and 
lice from rodents captured 2-3 miles south Nubieber 
and fleas from rodents found miles east and 
miles south Adin. 

The tularemia Kings County was found 
rodents the following locations: 

Squirrels—six and seven miles east Hanford. 

Squirrels and rabbits—eight miles east Hanford. 


12-YEAR-OLD BOY VICTIM PLAGUE 
MODOC COUNTY 


The first fatal case plague California since 
1943 Modoe County during June. The 
victim was 12-year old boy who, believed, received 
the infection near the Fitzhugh Ranger Station, 
miles east Alturas. 

Plague was suspected the attending physician 
after death and confirmed from autopsy material sub- 
mitted the laboratories the State Department 
Public Health and the Hooper Foundation the 
University California. 


Rodent survey crews the Bureau Vector Con- 
trol have frequently demonstrated plague rodents 
their parasites this county. June 17th (the 
day the boy became ill) the tissue Orgeonus 
squirrel which was shot five miles north Alturas was 
shown the State Laboratory positive for plague. 
Thirty-five miles north Alturas, fleas from marmots 
were also shown positive for plague during June. 

rodent survey the area which the victim 
was living being made the Bureau Vector Con- 
trol, and intensive rodent control measures are being 
carried out the State Department Agriculture. 

Contacts the boy were kept under close observa- 
tion following diagnosis the disease, but secondary 
were found. 


MUSSEL QUARANTINE AMENDED PROVIDE 
PROCESSING REGULATIONS 


The department’s mussel quarantine order May 
has been amended the State Board Public 
Health provide requirements for the pro- 
cessing mussels used fish bait. Mussels 
used for such purposes must broken open and 
rendered unfit for food being placed per- 
percent solution formaldehyde. 

The original order stated only that mussels 
used for fish bait made unfit for food being 
cessed with 

All other aspects the quarantine forbidding the 
gathering mussels for food purposes from ocean and 
bay waters California remain effect. 


DENTAL CLINICS OPERATION 
THROUGHOUT STATE 


Calculated May this year, dental clinic 
centers and seven dental trailers were operation 
counties throughout the State. 

The and trailers are staffed local prac- 
ticing dentists employed local health departments. 
Nine local health departments employ full-time den- 
tists who provide services maternity patients and 
children.

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INTERSTATE SHIPMENT PSITTACINE 
BIRDS RESTRICTED 


New federal regulations interstate quarantine 
now effect prohibit the shipment psittacine birds 
interstate commerce except for research, zoological 
exhibition when proved that birds were privately 
owned for more than two years. 

This action was taken measure the pre- 
vention psitticosis, virus infection birds the 
parrot family which can transmitted man through 
contact with infected birds their recent surround- 
ings. 

Any privately owned birds the psittacine family 
shipped out this State must accompanied their 
owner and permit for this purpose must secured 
from the California State Department Public 
Health. 

The new requirement, Section 12.22 Interstate 
quarantine regulations, reads follows: 


birds. (2) The term psittacine 
birds shall include all birds commonly known 
parrots, amazons, Mexican double heads parrakeets, 
African grays, cockatoos, macaws, love birds, lories, 
lorikeets, and all other birds the psittacine family. 

person shall not offer for transporta- 
tion, transport, interstate traffic any psittacine 
bird 

The shipment destined zoological 
park research institute, and the shipment 
accompanied permit from the state health 
department the State destination (where re- 
quired), 

The shipment does not exceed two birds, 
the birds are accompanied the owner, have been 
his possession for the preceding two years, have 
not had contact with other psittacine birds during 
that period, will transported immediately the 
owner’s private residence and retained there 
household pets, and are accompanied permit 
from the state health department the State 
destination (where 


DR. MEIKELJOHN JAPAN FOR SPECIAL 
ENCEPHALITIS STUDY 


Dr. Gordon Meikeljohn the department’s virus 
laboratory staff Japan with group United 
States experts study Japanese encephalitis. 

The group will spend two months Japan study- 
ing the disease the request the United States War 
Department. Dr. Hammon the University 
California Hooper Foundation charge the 
project. 

Dr. Meikeljohn has done outstanding work 
encephalitis research the Virus Laboratory this 
department. 


ENCEPHALITIS STUDY INTENSIFIED DURING 
SUMMER MONTHS 


With the advent the summer season, the depart- 
ment expecting rise the incidence the arthro- 
pod-borne virus encephalitides the vectors this 
disease become more plentiful. 

With this mind, doctors throughout the State 
have been asked cooperate the reporting and 
epidemiological investigation cases which may come 
their attention. 

For the past year, Encephalitis Unit the 
State Department Public Health has been investi- 
gating all aspects the disease occurs Califor- 
nia. The program, which includes epidemiological, 
medical and laboratory phases, conducted con- 
junction with local health departments, universities, 
hospitals, medical societies, practicing physicians and 
veterinarians. great portion the investigations 
are carried the central valley counties where 
the disease most common. 

Consultant services neurology, neuropathology, 
and epidemiology are made available for selected cases 
request. addition, the State Virus Laboratory 
prepared perform serological tests for the detection 
antibodies Western equine encephalitis and St. 
Louis encephalitis. 

Coordinated with the medical aspects the en- 
cephalitis study are vector study and control measures. 
Mosquitoes are collected throughout the valley, identi- 
fied and then frozen for shipment the virus labora- 
tory for testing for the presence the virus. Object 
this program determine which mosquitoes may 
encephalitis and where and when they are most 
likely occur. 

The diagnosis encephalitis hampered the 
fact that many conditions, which poliomyelitis 
the most common, present symptoms similar en- 
cephalitis. cases reported the department 
clinical encephalitis since January this year, investi- 
gations have established the probability that most 
them were due the virus poliomyelitis, but only 
one proved laboratory case encephalitis (in Kern 
County) has been found. 


RESTRICTION TONSIL SURGERY FAVORED 


California’s local health officers are favor 
restrictions tonsil and adenoid surgery children 
during severe increases poliomyelitis incidence, in- 
complete returns questionnaire the 
Acute Communicable Disease Service have shown. 

Many leading public health authorities throughout 
the United States hold similar opinion.

CASEFINDING CHOSEN THEME 
NATIONAL PUBLICITY CAMPAIGN 


The ‘‘Get Chest X-ray’’ message driven 
right into the homes America through the medium 
commercial advertising this fall, according plans 
announced the National Tuberculosis Association.* 

Tuberculosis control has been selected Adver- 
tising Council Incorporated its special campaign 
project and such will receive the bulk press, 
radio and other publicity space allotted this organi- 
zation problems. 

The advertising council was organized during the 
war advertising agencies and owners mass com- 
munication media carry public service cam- 
paigns. The work which did stimulating war bond 
sales, recruitment, scrap drives and other wartime 
activities was successful that its member agencies 
decided continue make their facilities available 
for peacetime uses. 

Requests for such services were received from many 
voluntary agencies and January 8th this year the 
following study its Public Advisory 
Committee, selected its pres- 
ent campaign theme. 

Tuberculosis was chosen since, their words, 
X-rays—advertising could deal telling blow one 
the nation’s foremost 

The campaign, scheduled launched early 
fall, will planned along the lines the council’s 
previous ventures. Radio, newspapers, window dis- 
plays, advertisements streetcars and other familiar 
publicity media will used. The main emphasis will 
periodic chest X-rays for the entire adult popula- 
tion, although attempt will made pass along 
other tuberculosis information the public. 

The entire project will carried out the 
national scene with the close collaboration the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association and the United States 
Public Health Service. 


PARENTHOOD CLASSES FOR ALL 


interesting type group instruction for parent- 
hood has developed San Luis Obispo County.

EPIDEMIOLOGICAL STUDY FATAL PIE 
INFECTION CARRIED OUT 


‘‘textbook’’ epidemiological study food 
poisoning outbreak Alameda which one fatal and 
eight severe infections were reported, epidemiologists 
the state and local health departments were suc- 
recovering the organism Salmonella typhi 
murium from the stools victims, the infected material 
(coconut custard pie), and the stools the suspected 
carrier. 

Attention was called the case when the cases 
were reported following the consumption two cus- 
tard pies. Hospital laboratory studies the stools 


six the victims revealed the presence Salmonella 
organisms which were later identified the State 


Remnants the pies were also submitted the 
laboratory this department and both were found 
harbor the same organism. The pies were discovered 
have been kept room temperature for hours 
the retail store before being sold. 

Continuing the epidemiological study the bakery 
which the pies had been manufactured, stools 
three employees were shown harbor the typhi 
murium organism. One the three believed 
chronic carrier. 

typhi murium often referred Salmonella 
aertrycke and known many other less common 
names. has been found more food poisoning out- 
breaks than any other type Salmonella. 


RIVERS SAMPLED FOR POLLUTION 
INDUSTRIAL WASTES 


series stream pollution studies along the San 
Joaquin and Tuolumne Rivers will made this sum- 
mer and early fall the Bureau Sanitary Engineer- 
ing. Purpose the study check the load put 
these rivers industrial waste disposal, particu- 
larly the waste products canneries. 


Samples taken before the heavy canning season will 
compared with samples taken from the same spots 
later the season. 

The studies are being undertaken cooperation 
with the State Division Fish and Game and the 
San Joaquin Local Health District. Should gross pollu- 
tion the rivers observed, restrictions the opera- 
tions the industries concerned will put into effect. 

One large cannery Modesto has already reviewed 
with this department its plans for emergency land dis- 
posal partially treated wastes and will utilize this 
plan restrictions are placed the quantity waste 
discharged into the Tuolumne River.

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ENVIRONMENTAL FACTORS AFFECTING 
WORKER’S COMFORT STUDIED 


The average worker spends one-third each work- 
ing day his industrial environment. Obviously, the 
conditions under which must work for such long 
periods will have direct bearing his physical and 
mental health. 

The field industrial health large one, touch- 
ing many areas medicine and public health. One 
aspect industrial health—the comfort the worker 
his industrial environment—has been arousing con- 
siderable interest recently number industrial 
plants the State. 

Entering into consideration the comfort 

employees are such environmental factors illumina- 
tion, temperature, humidity, noise, air motion, and 
plant sanitation. The Bureau Adult Health the 
department, which directs the industrial health pro- 
gram the department, has been studying these fac- 
tors they relate comfort number ware- 
houses, offices, stores and other establishments 
similar nature where both men and women are em- 
ployed. 

interesting aspect this study has been the 
that workers are not always able diagnose 
correctly the cause their ‘‘uncomfortable feeling.’’ 
one plant, for example, several employees who ac- 
quired headaches the working day progressed blamed 
the lack ventilation for their difficulty. Air movement 
studies the establishment, together with temperature 
and humidity readings were taken and 
terms effective temperature and individual comfort. 
The result indicated that ventilation was satisfactory 
and probably not the factor causing headaches. Addi- 
tional routine studies other environmental factors 
the plant were made and was discovered that the 
natural illumination the room created glare which 
was responsible for eyestrain which turn might 
responsible for headaches. 

Strategically placed shields eliminate glare with 
minimal loss lighting intensity were installed the 
plant. Complaints workers soon dropped off and 
headaches disappeared entirely. 


240 RECEIVE NURSING CERTIFICATES 


Certificates were issued 240 public health nurses 
during the 1946-47 Fiscal Year. these, 123 were 
granted application without examination nurses 
who had completed approved university program 
study public health nursing. total 117 were 
granted nurses who were successful passing the 
certification examination. 


CARE POLIO PATIENT SUBJECT 
TWO-WEEK COURSE 


Sixteen nurses from six western states completed 
intensive two-week course the Care Poliomyelitis 
Patients’’ Los Angeles during June. 

The course was planned prepare experienced 
nurses function clinical instructors the care 
polio patients need for such instruction should 
arise. 

Nurses were recruited for the course the Pacific 
Area Office the American Red Cross and the State 
Department Public Health. The National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis paid the expenses the 
nurses recruited the ARC while local NFIP chap- 
ters paid expenses the nurses recruited from Cali- 
fornia this department. 

The course was conducted Miss Lois Olmsted, 
orthopedic nursing consultant with the Joint Ortho- 
pedic Nursing Advisory Service. Approximately 
other persons including physicians, physical therapists, 
occupational therapists, social workers and others gave 
lectures their respective fields. 

Following this course, Miss Olmsted assisted 
staff education program for public health nurses the 
Los Angeles area concerned with the follow-up polio 
cases. 

total nurses representing agencies at- 
tended the three-day session. 


PLANS PREVENT MOSQUITO BREEDING 
CVA WATER STUDIED 


Realizing that activities concerned with the rapidly 
developing Central Valley Authority may create 
mosquito breeding problems, the department’s Mos- 
quito Control Section has been cooperating with the 
California Mosquito Control Association study 
steps which could taken prevent the occurrence 
such situations. 

Responsibility for the prevention mosquito 
breeding problems rests with irrigation and other water 
districts handling water from CVA.
